New Jersey'manufacturing 
plant, rode to their death in the icy 
waters of'the Hudson river Monday 
when ice floes crushed the launch 
transporting them.' The death list was 
expected to be increased to almost 40 
when the work of grapplcrs had been 
completed. -Besides -the known dead 
and the .missing. 2-1 men were, con- 
fined in', hospitals suffering from sub- 
mersion. There-were said to have 
bqcn 62'men.in the boat. 


The fact .that' the applicants had 


been singing on the pier before enter- 
ing the .launch was believed to have 
contributed to the slowness of rescue 
work. Persons on shore, who heard the 
screaming of the drowning men, paid 
no attention thinking that the sounds 
were merely continued singing. 


Three bodies were picked up float- 


ing in the river and 12 others were 
taken from the partially submerged 
aunch after it had floated upstream 
where it grounded. The boat capsized 
about 7 o'clock Monday morning. 


Twenty-five persons were taken to 


liospitals suffering from 
submersion 


as the result of the disaster. 


The sixty foot launch, Lnsced King, 


was owned by Spencer, Kellogg and 
sons, bread manufacturers of Edge-

Kelly said he had been without food 


or water for eight days. His ship- 
mate, crazed by ihunger- and thirst 
when supplies ran out, died from ex- 
haustion after having jumped over- 
board three times. Kelly said he res- 
cued his companion each lime. 


The two men set out on a fishing 


cruise from Redondo Dec. S in .a. 20- 
foot yawl and. on 4.1-10 • second niglit 
out. ran into a storm which 
thoir main sail and. swamped their 
auxiliary engine. The storm carried 


them far out to sea. With provisions 
for only 2-1 hours they nibbled sparing- 
ly at tho dwindling rations. 


After two days McKinley became in- 


sane. Crazed by hunger and thirst, 
ho lurched at his companion -with a 
bait knife in his hand. Kelly over- 
powered him and bound him with the 
stern sheets. 


Even in 
this |K>&ition 
McKinley 


could.not be subdued and three times 
ho rolled himself over tho gunwales 
and plunged into the sea. Three times 
Kelly rescued him. Fnally McKinley 
died of exhaustion.

UNIVERSITY LANDS 


Ready to Break Ground for 


New State Service Memor- 
ial Institute 


Madison — (/P) — Preparations 
for 


breaking ground in the construction 
of the new Service Memorial Institute 
for medicine and hygiene on the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin campus are be- 
ing: completed and within a few day; 
excavation is expected to be well un- 
der way. Contracts aggregating $56S.- 
000 have been awarded by the board of 
regents and it is hoped to have the 
building completed by September 192S. 


This is the first building to be erect- 


ed at the university distinctly for med- 
ical teaching and research, although 
a medical school was authorized as 
early as 1855 and the 1913 legislature 
made an appropriation for a building 
for medicine or physics'. 


"The 
Service Memorial 
Institute 


marks a forward step in the realiza^ 
tion of Wisconsin's 
ideals of public 


service," declared Dr. Charles R. Bar- 
deen. dean of the university medical 
school. "It is a memorial to those who 
served in the world war and as such 
gives new expression to public grati- 
tude lor this service. It is designed for 
1he advancement of knowledge of med- 
icino and hygiene, for education . in 
these branches of knowledge and for 
state service in the application of this 
knowledge to'human needs." 


Active state support 
of scientific 


measures to combat disease and pro- 
mote health began in "Wisconsin about 
twenty years ago during the adminis- 
tration of Governor La Follette. De- 
partments in the fundamental medical 
sciences t\ere established at the uni- 
versity. The State Board of Health, 
was reorganized and given greatly in- 
creased support.

versity because of the scientific advan- 
tages there. 
Preliminary 
measures 


were taken for tho establishment of a 
state tuberculosis sanitarium. Steps 
•were taken to enable the university to 
establish the first half of the medical 
course and this was duly authorized 
by the legislature in 1007. 


The work thus started 
rapidly ex- 


panded and as it grew its value be- 
came more manifest. This in turn led 
to increased support for work already 
undertaken and to legislative author- 
ization of the measure. In 1915 the 
Board of Control established at Mendo- 
ta a Psychiatric institute to promote 
scientific medical work in connection 
with the institution under its control 
and to furnish certain kinds of service 
to physicians. 


This laboratory was transferred to 


the university campus in 1925 for the 
sake of scientific facilities there. In 
1917 the university received gift funds 
for a hospital for clinical research as a 
memorial to Mary Cornelius Bradley 
and gift funds to supplement those ap- 
propriated at the 1915 session of the 
legislature for a student infirmary. At 
the 1917 session of-.the 
legislature 


tunds -were appropriated for medical 
extension so that the university< might 
aid in making the ;newer medical 
knowledge available 'to the physicians 
of the state. At the 1915 session of 
the legislature authority-was given for 
the establishment of a. complete medi- 
cal course at the university. At the 
1920 session the erection of the Wis- 
consin General hospital was author- 
ized. At the 1921 session of the legis- 
lature the office of State Toxicologist 
was established at the university to 
lend scientific aid to public officials in 
cases of suspected poisoning. At the 
1925 session of the legislature the erec- 
tion of the Service Memorial Institutes 
•was authorized. In 1925-26 the third 
year of the medical coursa was offered 
for the first time at the state univer- 
sity, and in 1926-27 a complete medical 
course was given for the first time. In 
clinical teaching: advantage is taken of 
the cooperation of medical centers out- 
side of Madison as well as of the fa- 
cilities there. 


The building for the Service Memor- 


ial institutes is located on the site set 
aside by the Board of Regents for med- 
ical school and hospital development.

AGREEMENT IN LAKE WATER 


DIVERSION 
' An agreement has been reached bc- 
;tween those supporting Chicago's fight 


for the Illinois river waterway improve- 
ment and those who have opposed it. un- 
der which provision is made in the river 
and harbor bill for the dredging of a nine 
foot channel to connect Chicago with the 
Mississippi river. All parties accepted an 


• amendment to the bill which states "that 
' nothing in this act shall be construed as 


• authorizing any diversion of water frcm 
'Lake Michigan." This meets satisfactor- 
' ily the objections to the act in its original 
,form. It is the opinion of Major-General 
Edgar Jachvin. chief of engineers-of the 
war department, that the amendment in 
no way affects the question of diversion. 
It is the general understanding that it 
leaves the issue without prejudice to eith- 
er the opponents or proponents of diver- 


• sion. 


Of course if improvement of the water- 


way is authorized Chicago will ask for 
and expect to receive authorit}- to divert 
whatever water is necessary to naviga- 
tion. It has been stated that the amount 
of water required by the proposed nine 
foot channel is very much less than is 
now being diverted, in fact nominal. 
It 


is entir '_- an engineering ques'i. , but if 
this estimate is correct it goes to substan- 
tiate the contention that Chicago's real 
interest is not in the lakes-to-the-gulf- 
watenvay, but in the diversion of water 
in sufficient quantity to continue using" it 
for exploitation and to dispose of its sew- 
age. At any rate, provision for the watel> 
way is without harm if the lake states 
which are opposing diversion obtain a 
favorable verdict in the supreme court of 
the United States, where they are seeking 
to enjoin Chicago from its theft of lake 
water and where the authority of con- 
gress or any other agency of government 
to permit diversion at the expense of nav- 
igation is challenged. So far as incorpo- 
rating the Illinois waterway project into 
the river and harbor bill is concerned, 
it leaves the whole subject of diversion in 
status quo. 
This is satisfactory to the 


lake states, whose hopes of protection lie 
primarily with the supreme court, and 
secondarily with congress. 


NO TAX REDUCTION 


The administration party leaders in the 


house have decided there will be no re- 
duction of income taxes, either temporary 
or permanent; at the present session. This 
action is taken on the ground that to at- 
tempt tax legislation of any kind vould 
tie up the short sitting with debate end- 
ing in nothing. 
The Democrats have 


announced their intention of pressing for 
permanent reduction of taxes, a proposi- 
tion to which the administration will not 
accede. Both Mr. Mellon and President 
Coolidge say there must be no change in 
existing rates for another year or so. until 
the final workings of the present law can 
be determined. They arc willing to extend 
a rebate for one year, and in lieu of tiiis 
they prefer to apply the prospective sur- 
plus to a further reduction of the national 
debt. 


The government really had no alterna- 


tive but to abandon the president's pro- 
posal for temporary relief to income tax- 
payers in the face of Democratic policy. 
Indications are that it will nov,- use the 
surplus to reduce the war indebtedness, 
an alternative that has its merits and in 
support of which there is much public 
opinion. 
However, the administration's 


decision is not necessarily final. It will be 
possible to call an extra session, fo'low- 
ing the adjournment March 4. provided 
the president wis-hcb to ,-cc the matter 
through and l^e the tax question 
thrashed out along with other pending 
legislation. In fact, there will be a great

if the present congress does not enact 
satisfactory 
farm legislation, provide 


proper control of radio and attend to oth- 
er measures that demand attention. 
In 


some respects it might be a good thing to 
let the short and lame-duck session kill 
time with tax debate and then turn the 
legislative program over to the newly 
elected congress in a special session. 


SEEKERS AFTER PEACE 


In recent years certain figures stand 


out conspicuously as the great 
friends 


and promoters of world peace. 
One of 


these was Mr. Roosevelt, nothwithstand- 
;:-.g- his "big stick" policy, for he believed 
in a league of nations to enforce peace 
and in a world court. Another is Elihu 
Root, one of the principal founders of the 
world court, and a third is of course 
Wood row Wilson. Mr. Root's service in 
behalf of world peace has just been recog- 
nized by awarding to him the Woodrow 
Wilson Prize. Xo more appropriate se- 
lection could have been made, in 
fact 


there was no other to compete with Mr. 
Root. He alone was entitled to the high 
honor this distinction confers. 


For more than ten years Mr. Root had 


been a student of international peace. 
The party to which he belonged was ir- 
revocably committed to the very policy 
for bringing it about that Mr. Wilson 
eventually put into play. Mr. Root was, 
therefore, serving not only his personal 
wishes, but the record of his party. 
His 


selection by Mr. Wilson as the American 
member to help draft the world court ' 
protocol and set up that tribunal was a 
natural recognition of this work and of 
Mr. Root's eminent ability. These events, 
and the connection of Mr. Root, 
Mr. 


Roosevelt, Mr. Taft and other distin- 
guished Republicans with them, culmi- 
nating in Mr. Wilson's acts, constitute a 
chapter of great statesmanship and hon- 
or in American history. 


But it has all come to naught. It has re- 


mained for a Republican administration 
and the Republican party to disavow the 
policies and constructive acts in foreign 
affairs of leaders beside whom those of 
today are pygmies and cheap politicians. 
They would, indeed, assent to American 
participation in the world court, 
but 


with reservations offensive" to other ad- 
herents, and now a Republican president 
has pigeon-holed our proposed member- 
ship and stands ready to see it lapse, 
merely because political exigencies of the 
moment seem to invite such a course. 
Few greater indictments of the Republi- 
can party have been recorded, and it is an 
indictment that will stand. Not only is it 
a humiliation upon the Republican party, 
but the humiliation is accentuated by the 
notable and deserving honor now con- 
ferred upon one of its foremost leaders, 
Elihu Root.

Humors arc rife that a closed sea- 


son for deer, to extend over a number 
of years, is contemplated. Naturally, 


the cover decreases, so docs the 


supply of these animals in any given 
locality, and. consequently, while they 
are not as plentiful as they were in 
the days of the forests, they are in no 
immediate danger of extermination. 


It Is a mooted question whether the 


present one buck law Is the proper 
measure. I believe (hunters who fol- 
low the chase in Wisconsin are al- 
most unanimoulsy in favor of a law 


iftinsr the killing of one deer of 


either sex. and irrespective of age or 
size. 


Pennsylvania has a one buck law 


and those whi> are in a position to 
speak authoritatively maintain that 
this provision has been chiefly instru- 
mental in restoring the deer to num- 
bers that r.fford excellent shooting, es- 
pecially in the mountainous regions 
of that state. Some years ago Penn- 
sylvania, through indifferent manage- 
ment, had so depreciated as a game 
state that it w:is seldom spoken of and 
the hunters who formerly frequented 
its covers, moved on up into Michigan 
and Wisconsin. 


However, upon the election of Pin- 


chot as governor, conservation mat- 
ters took on a change for the better. 
He inaugurated drastic revisions and 
restrictions which bore fruit imme- 
diately. As a result Pennsylvania is 
now the annual mecca of thousands 
of sportsmen who are well rewarded 
no matter what class of game they 
seek. "Not only are deer and bears 
plentiful, but also 
the wild turkey 


which, prior to Pinchot's reign, was 
practically unknown north of the Ma- 
son and Dixon line. 


In the theory it appears that for 


every doe killed the succeeding year's 
supply is bound to suffer to the extent 
of at least one. and frequently two 
new members. 
Different old timers, 


some of whom forty or more years 
ago. killed as many as a hundred deer 
in one. year while acting as regularly 
employed hunters for the big lumber 
camps, look at the matter in a. differ- 
ent light. They claim that, with the

the deer ranks is about on a par with 
wliat it would be if the killing of one 
animal of either sex were permitted.

ed above, it will be interesting to 
learn how Mr. Zimmerman feels to- 
ward the subject. He is an experienc- 
ed deer hunter and, besides, will have 
the benefit of opinion of old timers 
who have lived: their lives in the north 
woods. 


As proof that the deer arc far from 


being scarce let us state that on De- 
cember 6th this year, the train from 
Laona brought into Green Bay three 
hundred bucks, and most of them 
were unusually large specimens. 


If there should become a dearth of 


these animals in Wisconsin it docs 
not follow that they are- liable to ex- 
tinction, for there are plenty of re- 
gions from which they may be pro- 
cured for breeding stock. 
As for 


example, the Kaibab forests along the 
Colorado River are harboring at the 
present time over 30.000 deer.

for $12,000. Attorneys Frank, "Wheel- 
er and Pclke represented the plaintiff. 


Five questions were propounded in 


the verdict written for the jury. The 
first delt with whether or not the 
train crew was negligent. This the 
jury answered in the affirmative. The 
second asked whether or not this neg- 
ligence was a proximate cause of 
death and was answered likewise. The 
third was left blank for the stipula- 
tion of just damages in the minds of 
the jury and brought forth the $3,600 
award. 


The fourth question asked the jury 


to decide whether or not in their be- 
lief Mr. Kressin had been negligent. 
This they answered yes, but in tho 
fifth, which questioned as to whether 
or not the negligence of Kressin had 
place as part of the proximate cause 
of death, tho Jury decided it had not. 


After three days of trial the case 


went to the jury at 12:43 Saturday af- 
ternoon and a verdict wa& signified at 
4:45. Attorney Francis Wheeler han 
died the case for his firm.
